Wo were sorry to see the Quincy Herald 
following the example of the Coon papers, 
by insinuating that the Governor, Auditor and 
Treasurer, in their late proclamation, were 
influenced by selfish motives. Such an in- 
einuation is extremely unjust, and it sounds 
tous like an emanation from the “Illinois 
Land Company,” who pay taxes by the mile, 
notthe acre!!! If the editor of the Herald had 
reflected fora moment, he would have known 
that the State Treasury cannot be furnished 
with specie in time to benefitva single Execu- 
tive officér, now in office. The present Gov- 
ernor, Auditor and Treasurer will be forced 
toreceive the depreciated currency hereto- 
fore paid, during the remainder of their offi- 
cial terms. The benefit will accrue to vheir 
successors, not to them. 

‘The Herald asks why the proclamation was 
not made after the revenue for 1841 was col- 
lected? The answer is obvious. The whole 
of the revenue for 1841 had not been collect 
ed when the Bank went down in the spring 
ofthe present year; hence it would have been 
extremely unjust to have issued the procla- 
mation then, after a portion of the people hat 
puid their axes in State Bank paper, becuuse 


‘The collection of the State revenuo 
in specie funds. 

During the Ine absence of the senior edi 
tor of the Register from the seat of Govern- 
ment, an important proclamation emanated 
from the Execuiive department of the State, 
prohibiting the reception of Stite Bank paper 
for taxes for the year 1842, If this proclama- 
tion had also prohibited the reception of the 
notes of the Bank of Illinois at Shawneetown, 
it would, in our opinion, have been a docu- 
meut to which no just exceptions eould be ta~ 
ken by any one, What can he more certain 
than that the law does not contemplate the 
reception of broken bank paper for taxes?—a 
depreciated currency not worth more than 0 
cemsto the dollar, ‘The law requires that 20 
cents on each 100 dollars worth of property 
shall be collected for State purposes, and 10 
cents for the purpose of paying the interest 
on the public. debt. Yet, if the depreciated 
notes of these rotten banks are received at 
pur, only 10 or 12 cents in actual money on 
each 100 dollars, is paid into the State treastt- 
ry. The Stote treasury is thus robbed of 
nearly two-thirds of the revenue which the 
Jaw requires shall be paid into it, This no ar- 
gumentto tell us that the tax Is too high; be 
catise, if such be the case, the Legi-lature can 
reduce the taxes before the revenue for 1342 
is collected, For ourselves, we believe the 
tux is too high by nearly one-half; but of this 
the Representatives coming fresh from the 
people are the proper judges. 

‘Yhe Federal papers, as was to be expected, 
have mountea the Governor, Auditor, and 
Treasurer, rough shod, for signing and issu~ 
ing th's proclamation; and much abuse per- 
sonally has been heaped upon these officers 
for the performance of this simpie uct of du- 
ty. Their motives have been assailed. They 
are accused of having issued the proclama- 
tion for the purpose of increasing (heir sala- 
ries!! when, in fact, every officer of the Ste 
Government, Executive and Judicial, has been 
robbed— 
ever since March last when the State Bank 
bursted and swindled the holders of its paper 
out of fifty cents on every dollar of its notes 
in circulation, Even if this proclamation 
could have the effect to put specie, instead of 
State Bank paper, into the hands of the ofi- 
cers of the State, in paynvent of their salaries, 
would they have any more than their just 
due? Certainly notj—yet these dastardly 
whig assailants know full well that the procla- 
mation cannot even operate to the benefit of 
any public officer, now in office, because, be 
fore the ‘Treasury can be supplied by a specie 
revenue, the terms of the present executive 
officers will expire. 

For nearly half a year past, the public offi- 


the remainder would have been forced to pay 
their taxes in specie. By issuing the procla- 
mation now, it operates upon all equally, 

The argument of the Herald, that the Pro- 
clamation is unjust to the Bank, is one that 
woshould not have thought of. The object 
of laying a revenue is not that it shall be paid 
fo the Bank, but that it shall be paid into the 
State Treasury for the support ef Govern~ 
ment. We opprehend that the Bank has had 
the Jion’s share already in fleecing the people 
of this State. She has charged compound 
interest upon the Anditor’s warrants for 
years past: and her New York owners have 
held nesrly two millions of bank bonds for 
the last three years, on which they have spe- 
culated to the amount of hundreds of thous 
ands, If every share of individual stock was 
forfeived to the State by law, the State would 
not then be half as far ahead of the Bank, as 
the Bank isnow ahead of the State,

Tariff Protection. 

As nn illustration of the injustice of tariff) 
protection let us suppose a © A farmer) 
in Tilinois has a capital of ten thousand dul- 
Jars invested in his farm and its appendages, 
and a manufacturer in Massachusetts has o 
like sum invested in manufacturing. Leaving 
cach ton free use of his industry and capital 
without protection and each will make two 
thousand dollars per annum. Lay a duty of 
fifty per cent upon articles imported, of o 
similar character to those manufactured by 
the manufacturer, aud he will realize from 
his cnpital three thousand dollars, giving him 
an advantage over the farmer of une thousand 
Goliors profit each year. , Worse than that 
even, for by laying this additionsl duty of fit- 
ly percent it costs the farmer more to live, 
because he hag to pay his fifty per cent addi 
tion for what he purchases of the manufue- 
turer, Which (a that extent diminishes the far- 
mer's gain, Without this additional duty the 
furmer could have sold his products to the 
iapufacturer abroad, in exchange for his 
commodities, but with this duty ogainst him 
the foreign manufacturer cannot afford to sell 
in our market, and he therefore becomes un- 
willing or unable to buy of the farmer, and o 
market is thereby cut off for the sale of the 
farmer's produce, By this process, the fur- 
mer is made to buy every thing of the home 
manufacturer ata dear rute and sell his pro 
duce at a cheap rate:—forcign markets are 
closed against our produce, and we are driven 
to buy of the home manufacturer at his own 
prices. This is a practical view of the mat- 
ter, and one which we think cannot fail to 
strike the minds of all who will reflect upon 
it. [vis a schetue to enrich the manufacturer 
and impoverish the farmer. 

The shipping interest comes in for its share 
ofevils Mowing from a protective tnriff, for 
os foreign nations are denied the privilege of 
selling in our markets we of course cannot 
sell to them; they turn their attention to new 
channels, and we lose a vast amount of trans. 
portation and our vessels become useless. 

In Great Britain where the tariff principle 
hos been carried to its fullest extent, vided 
by a national Bank, the greatest distress and 
miscry prevails. True some men are made 
rich but thousands upon thousands ore redu 
ced tostarvation by it. Forty thousand are 
supposed to die annually of hunger in Great 
Britain. 

‘The rich there have been protected,until they 
have become Lords, but the unprotected are 
dying of starvation, The average rate of 
loxation there is about forty dollars to each 
man, and yet one out of every thirteen is a 
beggar, aud exists upon public charity. 

Bloated wealth and squallia poverty in 
Great Britain are side by side, the unprotect- 
ed begging for bread and perishing of hunger 
in the ditches by the high ways, are permitted 
ugan equivulent for starvation to cast their 
dying eyes upon the gilded earringe of the 
protected atistocrat a3 ho carelessly glides 
by on his way to luxury and ease, as a re~ 
ward for the grievances of a tariff. To die of 
want in the inidst of plenty isthe result of 
the toriffsystem in Great Britain, ‘To such a 
condition would whiggery in its desire to fa- 
vor the few, bring the many in this” country. 
Experience elsewhere teaches this mournful 
lesson, yet many here would madly urge the 
adoption of a system which has bronght about 
astate of things so deplorable. Chains like 
these can never he fastened upon our people; 
justice and humanity which are but other 
words for democracy, will be certain to repel 
the efforts, and though they may chafe the 
people fora while, the evil is too great to be 
endured by them for any length of ume,

‘The object of the Chicago De~ 
miocrat in limiting the session to so short a 
period, we cannot fathom, Surely the editor 
of the Democrat must be aware that it would 
be next to impossible for the Legislature to 
get through with all ithas to do in “six 
weeks,” which is less than half the period of 
time heretofore occupied at regular sessions. 
We do ourselves strongly urge upon the 
Democratic members to pnsh the business at 
the beginning of the session, moro rapidly 
than has been usual.

business to do, than any legislative assembly 
ever assembled in the State, It is that kind 
of business which ought not to be done in o 
hurry. It should receive the calm considera~ 
tion and deep reflection of the members. 
Our readers know, that beside the election 
ofa U.S, Senator, and a vast number of State 
officers, which will consume much of the time 
ofthe members at the opening of the session, 
the next Legislature will have the following 
highly important measures to carry through: 
Ist. Tie CaANAL.—Some means must be 
devised to proceed immediately with this 
most important work, in which so lorge a 
number of the whole ‘people cf the State are 
interested. 
2d. The Banks and the Treasury.—This 
important subject our Legislature must settle 
permanently. 

3d. The Apportionment for members of 
Congress.—This is also att important and 
difficult measure to adjust. 

4th. The public debt and the sale of 
State lands.—This subject, which outranks 
all others in importance, ournext Legislature 
should fix oc a permanent basis, The lands, 
which comprise upwards of 600,000 acres, 
will have to be classed, and a price affixed to 
them: and a fund thus raised to take in our 
State bonds as fast as possible, and reduce the 
public debt from the very moment the Legis- 
lature adjourns. 
Besides the important measures we have 
named, many others will come before the Le 
gisloture of less importance. It must be re~ 
membered that the Legislature has not been 
in session for the last two years, and that 
consequently a vast amount of local business 
has accumulated, which this Legislature rust 
get throngh with before it adjourn. 
We have thus briefly reviewed-this subject, 
not for the purpose of making an apology for 
along session—for we most seriously urge 
the members to set to work in earnest from 
the moment they meet, and close the session 
at ag early a period as the public good will 
permit—but for the purpose of showing tho 
number of important subjects which will 
came hefure the Legislature; whieh cannot be 
run through ina day. It must be renember- 
ed that heretofore the Legislature has un 
formly, for the last six years, occupied three 
months at its regular sessions. The Sanga- 
mo Journal and Chicagn Democrat limit it 
now to only siz weeks, which is not Aulf the 
period of time heretofore oceupied.
